For several years toe incus 
has been printed on what is technically 
known as "machine finish book paper" 
and has often been complimented on 
the resulting appearance as compared 
with ordinary newspaper stock. There 
has been one objectionable feature in 
the book paper, namely the effect on 
the eyes of the light reflected from the 
highly finished surface. The new 
stock with its dull finish will, it is be¬ 
lieved, obviate this difficulty. On the 
other hand the creamy tint will be 
more pleasing and easier on the eye 
than the grey white of ordinary news 
stock. Nothing meeting the require¬ 
ments which seemed desirable to the 
editor was found in the wholesale 
paper houses. Accordingly a special 
mill run was arranged for. To obtain 
this it was necessary to purchase 
enough stock to la^t for about two 
years. Here's a hope that the change

readers.
